For the first time, the Muskingum Area 
Technical Institute was opened 
September 1, 1969. The old Bethesda 
Residence Hall having been leased 
from the Bethesda Hospital by the 
school was then utilized for dormitory 
purposes. However, during April 1970, 
the school acquired a title to the dor- 
mitory property. It became apparent 
though, during the 1969-70 school 
year, that the building needed to be 
renovated due to the projected enroll- 
ment for the following year.
